Selby Smelting Company at Vallejo, 
Cal., Loses 1,200 Pourers of Gold. 
San Francisco. Aug. 7.—The Selby 
Smelting and Lead company has been 
robbed of $280,000 worth of gold bull­ 
ion. 
The theft occurred some time 
during the night and was not discov­ 
ered until morning.
